AY the 4:46, 500 16942 one © S 
| muel Chillon, of Tinſbury near Bath, 
a Labourer, aboot 25 Years of Age, of a 
robuſt Habit of Body, not fat, bur fleſhy, 
and a dark brown Rar, happen'd, with- 
out any viſible cauſe, or evident ſign, to 
fall into a very profound Sleep, out of 
which no Art uſed by thoſe that were near 

irn, could rouze him, till after a Month's 
tie then roſe. of himſelf, put on his 
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mour, as ſhe thought it, 
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Cloaths, and went about his "PO of 


Huſbandry as uſual; flept, -cou'd-eat-and 
drink as before, but ſpake not one word till 
about a Month after. All the time he ſlept 
Victuals ſtood by him; his Mother fearing 
he wou'd be ſtarv'd, in that fullen Hu- 


put Bread and 
Cheeſe, and Small“ Beef beford him „Which 


was ſpent every day, and ſuppoſed by him, 


tho' no one ever ſaw him eat or drink all 
that time. 


From this time he remain'd * of any 


Drohwſineſs or Sleepineſs till about the th 


of April 1696, and then fell into his ſleep- 


ing Fit again juſt as he did before. After 


ſome days they were prevailed with to try 
what effect Medicines might have on him, 


and accordingly one Mr. Gibs; a very able 


Apothecary of Bath, went to him, Bled, 


Bliſter'd, Cupp'd and Scarrified him, and 


uſed all he external irritating, Medicines 
he could think on, but all to no purpoſe, 
nothing of all theſe making any manner of 


impreſſion on him; and after the firſt 
Fortnight he was never obſerved to open 
his Eyes. Victuals ſtood by him as. be- 
fore, which he eat of now and then, but 
no Body ever ſaw him cat or evaguate, 


tho” he did both very regularly, as he had 
occaſion ; and ſometimes they have found 
. 1

full of Meat. In this manner he lay for 


about ten Wecks, and chen could eat no- 


thing at all, for his Jaws ſcern'd to be fer, 


and his Teeth clincht ſo cloſe, that with 


all 'the Art they, had with their Inſtru- 
ments they cou'd not open his Mouth, to 


put any thing into it to ſupport him. At 
laſt, obſerving a Hole made in his Teeth, 


by! holding his Pipe; i in his Mouth, as met 


great Smoakers vtually have, they, thro' a 


Quill, pour'd ſome. Tent into his Throat 
now and then; And this was all he took 
for fix Weeks. and four Days, and of that 


not above three Pints or two Quarts, ſome 
of; which was, ſpilt too; he had made 


Water but ouce, and never had a Siocl all

Webs from the 9th of April, (when he 
began to ſleep) he awaked, put on his 
Cloaths, and walkt about che Room, not 
| knowing he had ſlept above a Night, nor 
could he be perſwaded he had lain o long, 
till going out iuto the Fields he found every 


him faſt afleep, with the Pot in his Hand 
in Bed, and ſometimes with his Mouth 


Body buſie. in getting in their Harveſt, and 


he remember'd very well, when be fell 


allcep they were ſowing ol Ranken and 
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Oats, which he then ſaw «a and fit to be 


cut do wi! 
There was one ching Gblerrable, That 
tho' his Fleſh was ſomewhat waſted with 
ſo long lying in Bed, and faſting for above 
fix Weeks, yet a worthy Gentleman h1s 
Neighbour aflured him, when he faw him, 
which was the firſt Day of his coming a- 
broad, he lookt briſker than ever he ſaw 
him in his Life before; and aſking him 
whether the Bed had nor made bim ſore, 
he affured him and every Body, that 
he neither found that, nor any other In- 
conveniency at all; and that he had not 
the leaſt remembrance of any thing that 
paſt or was done to him all that while. 
So he fell again to his Huſbandry as he 
uſed to do, and remained -well from that 
time till Auguſt the 17th, Anno 1697, 
when in the Morning he complained of a 
| ſhivering and coldneſs in his Back, vo- 
mited once or twice, and that ſame day fell 
into his fleeping Fit again. 
Being then at the Bath, and hearing of 
36; I took Horſe on the 23d, to inform my 
ſelf of a Matter of Fact I thought ſo ſtrange, 
When I came to the Houſe, 1 was by the 
| Neighbours (for there was no body at 
home at that time beſides this Man) 
| brought to his Bed-fide, where I found 


. him 


him aſleep, as I had been told before, with 
a Cup of Beer, and a Piece of Bread and 
Cheeſe upon a Stool by his Bed within 
his reach: I took him by the Hand, felt 
his Purſe, which was at that time very 
regular; I put my Hand on his Breaſt, 
and found his Heart beat very regular too, 
and his Breathing was eaſie and free; and 
all the Fault I found was, that I thought 
his Pulſe beat a little too ſtrong: He was 
in a breathing Sweat, and had an agreeable 
warmth all over his Body. I then put 
my Mouth to his Ear, and as loud as ] 
cou'd, called him by his Name ſeveral 
times, pull'd him by the ſhoulders, pincht 
his Noſe, ſtopt his Mouth and Noſe to- 
gether, as long as I durſt, for fear of Choax- 
ing him, but all to no purpoſe, for in all 
this time he gave me not the leaſt ſignal of 
his being ſenſible. I lifted up his Eye-lids, 
and found his Eye- balls drawn up under 
his Eye-brows, and fixt without any mo- 
tion at all. Being baffled with all theſe 
Tryals, I was reſolv'd 'to ſee what effects 
Spirit of Sal Armoniac would have, which I 
had brought with me, todiſcover the Cheat, 
if it had been one; ſo I held my Viol under 
one Noftrila conſiderable time, which being 
drawn from Quicklime, was a very pier- 
eing Spirit, and ſa ſtrong I could not bear 
it under my on Noſe a moment, without 
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making my Eyes water; bur he felt it not 
at all. Then I'threw it at ſeveral times up 


that ſame Noſtril, it made his Noſe run 


and gleet, and his Eyes-lids ſhiver: and 
tremble a very little, + this was all the 
effect I found, tho* I pour'd up into one 
Noſtril about a half ounce Bottle of this 
fiery Spirit, which was as ſtrong almoſt as 
Fire itſelt. Finding no ſucceſs with this 
neither, F cramm'd chat Noſtril with Pow: : 
der of WWibite Hellebore, which I had by 
me, in order to make my farther Tryals, 
und I can hardly think any Impoſtor cov'd 
ever be inſenſible of what I did. I tarried 
tome time afterwards in the Room, to ſee 
what effects all together might have upon 
him; but he neter gave any token that 

he felt what I had done, nor diſcovered 
any manner of uneaſineſs, by moving or 


itirring any one part of his Body, that I 


could obſerve. Having made theſe my 
Experiments I left him, being pretty well 
ſatisfied he was really afleep, and no ſul-

Upon my return to „ Bath; and rolling : 
what I had obſerv'd, and what Proofs cis 
Fellow had given me of his Sleeping,

rioſity in a Rarity of that Nature, who 
found him in the ſame Condition I had 
left him in the day before; only his Noſe. 
was inflamed and ſwelled very much, 
and his _ and the inſide of his Right.

Noſtril bliſter'd-and ſcabby, with my Spi- 
rit and Hellebore, which I had plearify « 
y dos d him with the day before: His! 
Mother upon this for ſome time after 
would ſuffer no body to come near him, 
for fear of more Experiments upon her 
Son. About ten days after I. þad. been. 
with him, Mr. Moolmer, an experienc d 
Apothecary, at Baß, called at the Houſe, 
being near Jitzſbury, went up into the 
Room, finding his Pulſe pretty high, as I 
had done, takes out his Lancet, lets him 
Blood about foutteen Ounces in the Arm, 
tyes his Arm up again, no body being in 
the Houſe; aud leaves him as he found 
bim ; and he aſſured me he never made 
the leaſt Motion, in the World when he 
prickt bim, nor all ne while his arm was 
ble ding iStdo- 5 
Several, other experiments were made 
by thoſe that went to ſee him every day 
from the Bath, but all to no purpoſe, as 


they told me on their return: Law him 
mf a again te. aner i 9nd of, be bene, 
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iug in his Bed, but removed from the Houſe: 
where he was before about a' Furlong or 
more: and they told me, vehen they re- 
mord him, by accident, carryiug him 
Jon Stairs; which were ſomewhat nar- 
row, they ſtruck his Head againſt a Stone, 
aud gave him ſevere knock, which broke 
his Head, but he never mov'd any more 
at it chan a dead Man would. found 
now his Pulſe was not quite fo ſtrong, nor 
had he any Sweats, as when Iſaw him 
before. 1 thy d hirn again the ſecond time, 
by ſtopping "tis Noſe and Mouth, but to 
no purpoſe; and a Gentleman then with 
me ran a large Pin into his Arm to the ve- 
ry Bone unknown to me, but he gave us 
no manner of tokens of his being ſenſi- 
ble of any thing we did to him. lu all this 
time they aſſured me no body had ſeen 
him either eat or drink, tho' they endea- 
vour'd it all they could, but it always ſtood 
by him; and they obſerv'd ſometimes once 
à day, fometimes once in tao days, all 
was gone. Tis farther obſervable, he ne- 
ver foul'd his Bed, but did bis \netlicy "Rog 
Oeraſions always" in the Po·t. 
In this manner he lay till the ich of 
November, when his Mother hearing him 
make a Noiſe, ran immediately up to him 
ad foutd him. _— the aſkt him how

He anſwered Bread and Cheeſe; Upon 


this, the poor Woman overjoy'd, left him 


10 acquaint bis Brother with it, and they 


came ſtrait up into the Chamber to diſ- 
coutſe him, but d him as faſt aſleep 
again as ever, 1 all the Art they had 
could not awake him. From nme to 


the end of Jauuary, or ihe beginning of 


February, (for I could not learn from any 


body the very day) be flept not ſo pro- 


foundly as before, for when they called 
— his Name he ſeemed to hear them, 


and he” ſornewhat ſenſible, tho? he could 


not mike them any anſwer; His Eyes 


were not now ſhut; ſo cloſe, and he had 


frequently great Tremblings of his Eye- 
Jids; upon which they expected every day 


when he would wake, whieh happened 


not till about the time juſt now mention'd, 


and then he wal d verfectly well, not re- 


membering any: thing that happened all 
this while. Twas obſery'd fe ob was very 


little altered in his Fleſh, only complained 
the Cold pincht bim 8 ulually, 
and ſo 2 * to nns aid Sean. 
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I bave no reaſon to ſuſpect this to be 
any Cheat, becauſe I never heard of any 
— to the Family by it; tho ſo near the 

ath, and ſo many People went thithet 
out of Curioſity to ſee” the Sleeper, who 
when awake was a Support to his old 
Mother by his Labour, but now a certain 
Charge to her. Beides, there was ſeldom 
any body in the Houſe to attend any Pro- 
fit migbt be made by it, he being left alone 
in the Houſe, and every Body at ene 5 
£0 up to his Bed ſidle. 

1 am very apprebenſiwe I have laid ay 
ſelf too open'to the Cenfures of the World 
in this Relation I have here given of this 
n becauſe many will be 

to conclude at firſt ſight, that tis im- 
poſſible it'ſhould be true. As if they were 
acquainted with all the Myſferies of Na- 
ture. Ineft & in incredibili vtrum, ſays Mi- 
nutius Felix, tbere may be Truth nr 
ſeems to us incredible. Whoever will 
give himſelf the Trouble to inquire 
into the Matter of Fact at Bath may 
be ſatisfied that it is really ſo. Now, 
if it be no forg'd thing, nar an undoubt- 
ed Truth, there needs no Philoſophy to 
prove it poſſible, Ab eſſe ad poſſe Gale 
conſeguentia. From this ſo odd a Story 
two Queſtion naturally do ariſe, .

the. World may __ ſhould lay Gam: : 
thing to. And the firſt, is, How any 
Man can ſleep ſo long, eat and drink be- 
tween whiles, and not be ſenſible,. nor re- 
member any thing that paſt all that time? 
2dly, How it can be oollible that any Per- 
ſon could ſubſiſt fo, long as 6 Weeks and 
odd Days, without Food and Evacuation ? 
To the firſt I anſwer. The Doctrine 
of Senſation depending on the | Soul as 
its proper Original Cauſe, till we are 
agreed what the Soul is, or wherein its 
Eſſence does conſiſt, that muſt be obſcure 
and dark, being one of the Operations 
by -which the Soul. is known to exilt. I 
wall. not trouble my Reader with all the 
Notions the Ancients have had about the 
Soul, ſome thinking, it a Fire, a Mind, a 
Spirit, or a_ thin Body, contented with 
what is generally allowed by the greateſt 
part of Mankind, 912. That tis a Being 
diſtinct from the Body, ſeparable from it, 
and capable of exiſting out of it. This 
is that Principle in us by which we live, 
move, feel and underſtand, which we call 
Mind. This is what I think the Ancients 
call'd Pan Auræ Diving, and what 
the Moderns call the Rational Soul. Of 
which we can have no Knowlege d Priori, 
put by its Operations 4 Pofteriori we may, 
when 
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when we Th ink, Reaſon; Defre, Believe, 
Remember any thing, our Senſes dictare to 
us Pain or Pleaſure.” Then have we a 
Certainty of our Exiſtenee, and that theſe 
Attributes are altogether incompatible 
with more Matter, which is wholly - paſ- 
ve. For this redſon it more properly 
belongs to an active Principle, whoſe E/ 
ſence confiſts in Action, which the Carte- 
Fans call Cogitation. And thus the Sou! 
is deſcribed by them to be the 3 — 
Principle within us of our Thoughts, , 
— and Mill, by whoſe help all 25 
unctions and Operations are produc'd, 5 
which proceed from Thought. a And 
in his 6th Chapter, he affirms that Le Sou! 
is a Spirit that always thinks, and can ne- 
ver ceaſe thinking, as long as it does exiſt, 
and that it ceaſes to be as ſoon as it ceaſes 
to think. Deſcartes (5) explains this No- 
tion, that he means by Cogitation, ſome- 
times the Aon, ſometimes the Power, 
and ſometimes the Thing in which this 
Power is. The learned Mr. Loc#, in his 
Eſay of Human Under flanding, fays, He 
cannot conceive it t any More WAN for ;

the Soul always to think than for the Body 
always to move, the Conception of the 
Ideas being to the Soul what motion is to 
the Body, not the Eſſence, but one of its 
Operations; and therefore, tho' thinking 
be neyer ſo much the proper Action of the 
Soul, yet *tis not neceſſaty to ſuppoſe that 
the So ſhould always think, nor is it eſ- 
ſential to Maite, always to be in motion, 
for then Reſt alone weuld annihilate it. 
And yet I believe it will be a very hard 
Taſk for any body to aſſign Ref# to any 
Particle of Matter in the Univerſe, not 
only becauſe of the Diurnal Motion of all 
_ Orbs within their Vortex's, but alſo upon 
the Account of the the Inteſtine Motion of 
the ſmaller Particles of Matter in the 
Bowels of the Earth, there being nothing 
elſe but a conſtant Series of Generations 
and Corruptions every where. Whether 
want of Cogitation or actual Thinking 
would deſtroy the Soul is not ſo manifeſt to 
us, who have not ſo good Ideas of the Soul, 
as we can have of Matter. What the 
Powers of Matter are, we may have à to- 
lerable Notron of, but what thoſe of the 
Soul are we are at a loſs when we begin 
ta think of them. Hippocrates (a) thinks 
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| Heat the Cauſe of 7 hought, and ſome there 
are ſuppoſe it the | Re/ult of Particles of 
Matter fo diſpos'd, and rang'd together, as 


to be able to produce Thought in us, and 
all the Operations before mentionꝰd. Thus 
a Watch or Clock ſhows the Hour, and 
the Motions of the Heavenly Bodies, by 


its Springs and Wheels ſo ordered and 


contrio d. Tis the received Opinion, 
when we begin to live, feel, Sc. we are 


indued with an Intellectual Sou, and that 


Death'is the Receſs or Departure of it 


from the Body. That Life may be with- 


out Thought is plain in Vegetation, but 


how: Senſe can be without it, is hard to 
be made out. Upon the whole, if the 
Sou! be a Spirit, Congenial with Angels, 


how can it ceaſe from Action or Thought. 
If only a Power, it may act or not act, 
think or not think at Pleaſure. If the 
Reſult of the Contexture of the Particles 
of Matter, then it acts out of meer Ne- 
ceſſity, and Men judge and think better than 


others, becauſe better put together: The 
Fox is cunninger than the , and the whole 


Family of Hares make better ſhifts when 
hunted than a Fox, becauſe their Organs 
are more adapted for ſuch Evaſions. Phi- 
loſophers tell us there are three Souls in 


Man, the Rational, the Senſative, and the

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their Properties, Attributes and Offices, one 
from the other, That the two laſt are 
ſubordinate to the firſt, which they tell 


us diſtinguiſhes a Man from 2 80, as 


the ö /{ Soul. does the Beaſ from the 


Plant. Now if this Philo 1y be true, 


the Rational Sau! being loſt for a time, the 
Senſitive Eclips'd, — nothing left but 
the Vegetative. Tllis Creature, when in- 
ſpired with the Divine Ray of Reaſon, was 


honoarld with the Dignity of a Man, but 


in his ſleepy fit fall'n below the Degree 


of the Senſitive Plant. And the Sorg of 


Hermotimus mentioned by Plutarch, 0 
i Ter tullian, Wl and P liny, (c) may be 
true too, W

be, and very learned men aſſure us of 
their own Knowledge, that the Matter of 

Fact is true, that Perſons have lived ſeve- 
ral Weeks without cating any thing con- 
ſiderable all the time. Certain it is, in 
Perſons in Health, whoſe Vital Heat is 
briſk, the Caſe differs mightily, for ſuch 
muſt have Nouriſhment to ſupply the Ex- 
pence they are at by. Perſpiration and 
other Evacuations. But in this Caſe, the 
Heat is calm and gentle, and conſumes 
their Blood and Spirits very lowly, as a 
Lamp burns flowly, when there is much 
_ Oy/ and little Flame. We have frequent 
Eanvples of Leuco-Phlegmatic Virgins, 
Who, from a. gradual Decay of Appetite, 
have fall'n at length into an ee Avery 
ſion from all Food, and endured a long 
Abſtinency, without either Miracle or Im- 
py ure. Where the Motion and Ferments 

the Blood is ſmall, the Expence mult be 

10 too, in this Morbid State, and the leſs 
Reoruits are required for the ſupporting and 
ſuſtaining ſo languid and weak Life. "And 
this I take to be the meaning of that Say- 
ing of ae, (9). ugh. as are of 
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os 4. 
1 Wa Bilibus ee cannot beat 
the Inconveniency of Faſting, as well as 
fuch as are of àa Phlegmatic Nature. And 
this, I take it, is the Caſe: of Al ſtinents, 
ſuch as live long without Food, they are 
of a very cold Conſtitution, and abound 
with a thick vifcous Phlegm in their. Sto- 
mach and Inteſtines, which deſtroys the 
Appetite. and Senſe" of thoſe Parts, ſo that 
there the Motion is flow, little or no Bva- 
cuation by Perſpiration, Stool; or Sweat. 
Experience tells us, that thoſe Animal! 
that ſleep long, ſuch as Dormice, Vipers, 
Snails,” — and the like, are all cold 
Creatures, live underground or in Holes 

all Winter, and in Summer only appear, 


when the Sas Heat is ſtrong enough to 


raiſe their Vital Heat; that before was 
checkt by Cold. My Argument would 
be much ſtronger if the Relation of Baron 
Herberſtein were true, (a) who tell us, 
there are in the Northern Parts of Maſ- 
covy near the River Oby, on the Borders 
of Tartary, à People he calls Leucomori, 
who fleep from the 27th day of November 
till the be of _—_ like Tertoite un-

This 
Gentleman was twice Ambaflador in Ru 


fra from Ferdinand the Emperor, and do- 
dicated his Commentaries to him when he 


returned the ſecond time, but neverthe- 
leſs he uſt have a ſtrong Faith that can 
believe it.

_ uſes ours do, only our Conſtitutions are

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become dull and languid, which is theit 
Caſe, and may be ours. I ſay then, hen 
ve are reducꝰ d to their Temperament, which 
is not impoſſible but we may, I ſee no Rea- 
fon according to the Laws of Motion, why 
the Efedt upon us ſhould not be the ſame. 
Thus Man when in Health cures Wounds 
with his Saliva or Spittle, which in a 
Morbid State, vz. In the Diſeaſe called 
Hydrophobia, becomes as venemous and 

fatal as that of a Viper or a Ratile- Sna be. 
Now itis more to my purpoſe if it be 
true, as the Learned ſuppoſe it, that this 
Poiſon is not only occaſioned by the Bite 
of a mad Dog, or any other Creature, 
but 'tis poſſible, without any manifeſt 
Cauſe, may be bred within us, as Cælius 
Aurelianus, (a) Petrus Borellus, (b) and 
ſome others I could mention, have deli- 


ver'd as their Oyinion wren their own Ob- 
ſervation. 

Tis moreover probable that a Air 
may contribute ſomething towards the 
Support of the Animal Lyfe for a confide- 
Fable time. 1 all be are as well i in- 
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ſpitable as expirable, why may not the Air, 
entering into our Pores, convey With it 
ſuch a Moiſture as may nouriſh in propor- 
tion to the Expence. Eft in Aere occultus 
vitæ cibus, ſays Coſmopolita, Thus Air 
con ſiſting of various Exhalations, and Va- 
pours from all Parts, by the purer Ather*s 
Elafticity, may become Congenial with our 
Spirits, and ſupply us with Nouriſhment 
for a time. That there is a Magnetiſm in 
Liquids as well as Solids, the ingenious 
Sinibaldi (a) is of opinion, and that ſi- 
milar Bodies attract one another.
